What is the distance between the 
convention hall and the hotels? 
What are the transportation facilities 

Baltimore? 

For the purpose of procuring an ab- 
solutely correct answer to each of the 
questions the writer. spent today in 
Baltimore, discussing the questions 
with the hotel and business men and 
the publicity agents of the greater Bal- 
timore Association, which has taken 
charge of the campaign to procure the 
Democratic convention. 

Not Convention City. 
The answers categorically are: 
Baltimore essentially is not a con- 
vention city. Baltimore ts, speaking 
in the sense of a tourist or sight-seer, 
but a way station between New York 
and Washington. The city/of Balti- 
more is hard to reach by railroad or 
water. Visitors in large numbers t 
Baltimore have difficulty in finding 
| just the accommodations they want. If 
the — dre in the nature of an or- 
ganization there: are but few places in 
which they can meet in a y, or for 
their committees to meet e from a 
general gathering. 
The business men of Baltimore have 
not raised $100,000, the amount the offi- 
cials of the National Committee noti- 
fied them was necessary to get the con- 
vention. The full amount has been sub- 
scribed, but the campaign treasurer's 
report, | ublished. last night, showed the 
actual amount raised was but $23,000. 
4He sent out an appeal last night to the 
subscribers to the fund to make cash 
settlements by not later than Dec. 1. 
‘Baltimore is none too optimisticyabout 
getting the convention, according to ho- 
tel men. These men, and they are 
prime movers for the convention, Sala 
that ‘in St. Louls Baltimore had a rival 
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preciated by a close perusal of the 
number of rooms of these hotels. The 
first four hotels dethe order of their 
size and number of rooms:are the Em- 
erson, Belvedere, Rennert and Strat- 
ford.

JEFFERSON CITY; Nov. 27.—The 
Supreme Court today denied a writ 
of ouster applied for by the Attor- 
against the Missouri 
Pacific Railway from ownership of 
stock inthe Missouri,-Kansas Ele~ 
vator Co., the Rich Hill Coal Mining 
Co. and-the Western Coal and Mining 
Ca. 

It was asserted on behalf of the 
State that the railroad owned a ma- 
jority of the stock in each of these 
companies, and that as a result of 
such ownership they had ceased to be 
operated for the purposes for which 
they were chartered. The pleadings 
by. the Attorney-General were based 
on article 12 of the Constitution, 
which, in part, reads>. - 

“No corporation shall engage in busi- 
ness other than that for which it was 
chartered.” 

The railroad admitted ownership of 
stock, but considered such ownership 
Was necessary in the conduct of its 
business. 

Judge Valliant, who filed the opinion 
of the court, holds that the Constitution 
dees not prohibit one corporation from 
owning stock in another corporation. The 
pinion was filed by Chief Justice Val- 
liant. These proceedings were instituted 
by Gov. Hadley, while he was Attorney- 
General.

1. Col. Roosevelt is wot a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
President in 1912. 

2. Col. Roosevelt has not pledged 
himself\ to President Taft and the 
President has never understood that 
the Colonél would support him. 

3. Coil. Roosevelt will not. support 
any man for the nomination. 

4. That the Colonel wants the pec- 

ple to believe him. 

The North American article says: 

“Theodore Roosevelt’s recent editorial 
in the Outlook on the trust question 
has led to deductions so false and.to 
political ‘discussions so unfortunate that 
it seems expedient for an accurate and 
authoritative statement to be made re- 
garding his position, particularly toward 
the campaign of 1912. 

Will Net Support Taft. 

“Just one year ago Col. Roosevelt con- 
fided to this newspaper his views touch- 
ing the use of bis name as a receptive 
candidate for the Republican nomination 
and his firm purpose in relation there to. 
There were ample reasons for his. ef- 
pressions. 

“At that time he declared most em- 
phatically that he had not pledged his 
support to Mr. Taft, privately or pub- 
licly, in set térms,; or even by implica- 
tion. He declared he would not support 
any man for the nomination in . 1912, 
neither Mr. Taft nor anyone else. 

“As to a statement that the Presi- 
dent believed he would have Roosevelt’s 
support, Col. Roosevelt said that Mr. 
Taft could not possibly believe anything 
of the kind, that, in fact, Mr. Taft 
knew that he had no such. assurance, 
and that Mr. Taft nor anyone else faa 
one particle of ground for such’ opin- 
ion. 

Talk Is Revived. 

By sheer persistence he succeeded in 
quelling the unfortunate activity of 
those who for one reason or another 
were trying to make him a prominent 
figure in the 1912 discussion. But a few 
days ago the talk was revived in a new 
and curious way. 

“To set at rest baseless notions it can 
be said that no more than three days 
ago Col. Roosevelt expressed himself

Attorney Says if Amounts Are

Allen P. Richardson, former Superin- 
tendent of the Industrial School, with 
his attorney, Charles P. Johnson, vis- 
ited Comptroller Taussig’s office Mon- 
day.

Rich- 
ardson, he said, was ready to make 
good the shortage, but still contended 
that he was responsible for only a part 
of it, and that he had used some of 
the money for the benefit of the school. 

Richardson a month ago was convict- 
ed of embezzlement and sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

In the Comptroller’s office it is be- 
Heved that Richardson's willingness to 
make a settlement with the city is an 
indication that he will withdraw his ap- 
peal and serve his prison sentence with- 
gut further legal delays.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In regard to the divorce question: A sufficfent 
reason why a divorce should be given to anyone 
who wants it is because it is a crime against our 
national Constitution to force anyone to live with 
a person they hate, and a crime to force such peo- 
ple to Bring children into the world to suffer. 
We should at least have a divorce law giving any- 
one who applies for it within two years after 
marriage, and those already married not over five 
years, a divorce in —* months free of charge, 
for the one reason—they want to be free. All 
others should have to prove the causes now on 
our statute books, as at present. The children, 
if there be any, should be given to the parent 
they prefer to live with. The question of “fit- 
ness” of a parent to care for a child should not 
outweigh the rights and happiness of the child, 
Besides, there are very few parents unfit'to care 
for their children, and there would be fewer if 
divorce was made easier.

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by a national law. No judge should be allowed to
